A Just Decision 

The majority ruling of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on the issue of differentials 
in freight rates between shipments from south- 
ern points to market centers and those from 
northern, points to the same markets, consti- 
tutes one of the greatest victories in the long 
effort of southern commerce and industry to 
secure justice in this economic fundamental. 

The decision ordered reductions in rates on 
a definite list of manufactured articles and it 
is estimated, by Chairman MacDonald, of the 
Georgia Public Service Commission, that this 
will mean a saving of between $7,500,000 and 
$10,000,000 annually to southern industry. 

Gratifying as this saving must be, however, 
the decision is of far greater importance in 
that it upholds the principle for which the 
south has long contended, that there should be 
no sectional discrimination in the making of 
freight rates. This goes to the heart of the 
southern complaint. It has been not so much 
the actual cost of shipments, but that there 
should be a difference, in favor of the north, 
which gives competing manufacturers of the 
same products an unfair advantage over their 
southern rivals, which has been the basis of 
southern objections. 
| This point is well brought out in the I. C. C. 
| decision‘itself, where it reads: 

“When the important products of one pro- 
ducing section are subjected to a higher level 
of rates to such markets than are like products 
of adjacent competing producing sections less 
distance to such markets, it generally cannot 
develop unless, and then only to the extent 
that, the difference in transportation charges 
can be offset by lower production costs or ab- 
sorbed by a reduction in profits. 

“And even though differences in transporta- 
tion charges can be thus offset’ or absorbed, 
this in itself generally tends to retard its growth 
and prosperity. In these circumstances, it is 
apparent that the relation of the rates may be 
of greater importance than their intrinsic level 
or measure. This is largely the situation here 
presented.” . 

With establishment of the principle of equal- 
ity in cost for transportation services, one of 
the most serious handicaps on southern indus- 
try has been removed. With this precedent it 
should be merely a question ‘of time until all 
freight rate discriminations, based upon sec- 
tionalism, are removed. 

The wages and hours law puts north and 
south on equal-footing as to the cost of labor 
Nin interstate industry. Thus two important 
factors are equalized and the south faces its 
first real opportunity for industrial expansion 
without the burden of artificial handicap. 

In many; respects—climate, availability of 
raw material, lower cost plants, etc —the south 
has natural advantages which the north cannot 
match. | 

The new order which dawns because of the 
I. C. C. ruling does so simply because that rul- 
ing holds, in effect, it is unfair to make the 
south indirectly pay tribute to the north for 
advantages bestowed by bounteous Mother 
Nature. | 


New Aviation Wonders 
Much has been written recently about how 
the United States compares with other great 
powers in the air. Now come cheering words 
from the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics that should allay fears of Ameri- 
can citizens. For the world’s fastest airplane 


powered by the world’s most efficient air-. 


cooled engines are due to emerge soon from 
the committee’s laboratories at Langley field. 

The committee’s research -workers regard 
present military and transport airplanes as 
about as crude as ox carts compared with new 
designs of wings and engines now being de- 
veloped. In an emergency, officials say, these 
Gesigns could be put into production quickly, 
to assure American supremacy in the air. 

A glimpse at these inventive developments 
reveals that this nation has a new knife-like 
wing—a strict military secret, of course—which 
will enable an airplane to fly at speeds of 500 
miles an hour or more. The principal factor 
of this wing is that it will virtually eliminate 
the “shock wave” when a plane’s speed ap- 
proaches that of sound, which is about 740 
miles an hour. The new engine will have three

times the power of the present motors. This 
is the result of eight years of research, achiev- 
ed by a different arrangement of the fins, or 
strips of metal lining the outside of the engine 
cylinders, to carry away excess heat. 


University’s Need 

According to an editorial which appeared 
on November 17 in the Red and Black, student 
newspaper at the University of Georgia, the 
greatest and most urgent need there is a new 
infirmary. 3 

“The University of Georgia needs a new 
infirmary more than any other Building,” says 
the editorial, and proceeds fo cite varied sta- 
tistics in support of this contention. Despite 
an enrollment more than double what it was 
in 1925, no additions have been made to the 
infirmary since that date. There are only 22 
beds available in the Crawford W. Long in- 
firmary, while the university enrollment for 
the current year is 3,428. Of the 22 beds at 
the Long infirmary, 17 are available for men 
students, and five for women, while the women 
have an additional 10 beds in a small infirmary 
on the campus of the Co-ordinate College. 

“The staff of two nurses and one doctor at 
the main infirmary should be increased,” the 
editorial continues. “Toilet facilities are dis- 
gustingly lacking. Medical equipment is at a 
premium. ... There is but one private bed- 
room for men, the rest of the beds being crowd- 
ed—jammed would be the more truthful word— 
into wards. ° 

“As to the condition of the infirmary, there 
is actually a place in one room where the side 
wall and the floor are supposed to connect 
where you can see the ground below. In every 
room, the walls are crumbling and the floor 
has rotted away and in foul shape despite at- 
tempts at repairs.” 

Without further knowledge of conditions 
throughout the university as a whole no one, 
it is obvious, can state definitely the Red and 
Black is correct in dubbing a new infirmary 
the “university’s greatest need.” 

However, it is incontrovertible that the 
editorial in the student publication makes out 
a strong case for its contention and, regard- 
less of conditions in other buildings, it cannot 
be denied that the need for larger and better 
infirmary facilities is most urgent. 


Season’s First Bowl Game 

With New Year’s Day less than a month 
away, and the five regular football bowl games 
being pushed to the fore of public attention, 
news comes from Alaska that the city of Juneau 
jumped the bowl gun 38 days ahead of schedule. 

The contest was dubbed the “Gold Bowl 
Game,” presumably because of the old town’s 
reputation as the center of latter day bonanzas. 
The game was played between the Alaska Sour- 
doughs and the Baranof Bears, partly to en- 
courage football among Alaskans, but prin- 
cipally for charity. The teams were made up 
of former college players residing in Alaska. 
The uniforms were donated by the University 
of Wisconsin. The last regular football game 
played in Alaska was in 1916. 

Over 500 mystified Indians, few of whom 
had ever seen a football, let alone a game, were 
among those present. The decision went to the 
Sourdoughs, 6 to 0. 

The Gold Bowl playing field was a trifle 
unorthodox. It was sprinkled with clinkers 
to provide a safe footing for the players on 
ground. better suited to skating. But, ac- 
cording to the dispatches, “nobody bled much.” 

Among the features of the between-halves 
ceremony was the breaking of a bottle of 
champagne on one of the goal posts to signify 
the great American game formally had been 
launched in the northwest country. This brings 
the regular “bowl” games to a round half dozen 
and football fans throughout the nation will 
be looking forward to the contest next year 
with m@re than a modicum of interest.

_Early man united with his kinsmen for protec- 
tion. Clans grew; tribes developed; nations were 
formed; and finally great empires lay across the 
earth. When one people outgrew its lands, they 
invaded neighbors, destroying them to make room 
for their own cattle. Ware were simple in those 
days. It was either fight or starve. However, 


' leaders soon brought in tribal gods to spur the 


people on to greater frenzy in the taking of blood, 
and conquerors soon arose to flight for glory. But 
the wars usually were fundamentally economic. 

The present war in Europe is no exception. Ger- 
many, in the main, is fighting for more living 
room.

The McNutt forces are claim- 
ing everyone, from the strictest New-Dealers to Wendell L. Willkie, 
and both without a shadow of excuse. The Chief McNutt claim, 
however, is the support of the President. t 
While McNutt plays the statesman in Washington, Frank M-Hale, 
his manager, combs the country for delegates. McHale is a rotund 
political drummer with a pretty smart sales talk. He generally. 
climaxes his spiel, according to authentic report, with the assertion 
that “the President has given Paul the green light,” and promised 
to “tap him on the shoulder when the time comes.” This is in- 
teresting, if true, for the President, should he so desire, might con- 
ceivably be able to stuff McNutt down the unwilling throats of 
James A. Farley and John N. Garner. But it is not true. The 
President himself has said as much on more than one occasion. — 
Probably the most recent was a discussion of the McNutt candi- 
dacy between.the President and a shrewdly knowledgeable political 
intimate. McHale’s sales talk was mentioned, and the President 
asked his friend point-blank whether the green light tap on the ; 
shoulder stuff was really being handed out as reported. The friend 
replied that it was. Whereupon’ the President intimated that, if 
the McNutt people really believed their own statements, they must 
have the most powerful imaginations on record.

GLIB FELLOW | One might suppose that, in his smiling, decep- 
tively enthusiastic. way, the President himself 
misled the McNutt people. Possibly. he did, but the numerous cases 
of other groundless claims knowingly made all point the opposite 
way. -The case of Wendell Willkie is dinstinctly in point. 
Recently, a no-doubt inspired newspaper story described Willkie 
as an old college friend who was ardently backing the McNutt can- 
didacy. Other stories to this effect have appeared before, and wise- 
acres have even been busy tipping the wink that Willkie is the real 
source of the funds to finance McNutt’s lavishly expensive self- 
promotion. This kind of thing has been busily circulated despite 
the now disclosed fact that Willkie went to McNutt some time ago 
and told him for the record that he would not think of supporting 
Kim. Actually—and this has not been printed—Willkie privately 
regards McNutt as a man dangerously ambitious, politically ruth- 
less and careless of any consideration but his own advancement. 
McNutt is a man to be reckoned with—a remarkably able and 
forceful, if not .exactly idealistic, political leader, surrounded by 
a set of hard-boiled, primeval henchmen, survivors of the old Vare- 
Penrose-Ohio school, who know how to grab what they want inh 
politics. The trouble with McNutt is that he is too glib to be credi- 
ble. There was, for example, the matter of the Terre Haute strike, 
when McNutt sent in the troops to keep the plants’open and left 
them in Terre Haute for a whole year. He explained this to the 
President on the ground that he was a “very young, inexperienced 
governor,” and did not know any better. 


BIG JIM’S JOKE This kind of glibness just doesnt’ work, but 

McNutt and his people are always ready to 
try iton. They have even had a shot at soft-soaping McNutt’s most 
dangerous enemy, Jim Farley. Farley’s animosity toward the In- 
dianan dates from the day when, thinking he had lined up the 
Indiana delegation for Roosevelt, he found that “someone was |° 
giving him the foot,” in the old phrase. As he has written in his I 
admirable memoirs, he suspected at the time that McNutt had made 
a deal by which he was to receive newspaper support for the gov- 
ernorship in return for joining the stop-Roosevelt movement. At 
any rate, he tried to get the Indiana delegates despite McNutt, and 
McNutt, by the toughest tactics, prevented him. 

Farley has one of the best memories in the United States, yet 
McHale went to Farley some time ago and attempted to convinced | 
him he had things all wrong. McHale said that, if Farley had only 
been less hasty, he would have seen Indiana fall into line.

On the 
contrary, however, this is a major 
industry, involving vast numbers 
of workers and vast amounts of 
wages and capital. The opportuni- 
ties for racketeering, including 
extortion and stink bomb coercion, 
are many and rich and have not 
been neglected. The very fact 
that such a creature as Bioff could 
become a labor power in the 
amusement industry throughout 
the United States praves that the 
higher executives of the American 
Federation of Labor neglected 
their responsibility not only to the 
public but to the workers in the 
trade. The process by which he 
drifted from pandering in a brothel 
to authority over a big industry 
with power to impose taxes, as- 
sessments and enormous license 
fees on workmen who were afraid 
to protest proves that the AFL 
executives had neglected the rights 
of their own people and the high- 
er interests of the Federation it- 
self in their fights for office and 
jurisdiction. 

Even Frank Gillmore, the presi- 
dent of the four A’s, the parent 
group of all the actors’ unions, has 
refused to say a word for publica- 
tion against Bioff after it has been 
shown that he was guilty of an 
offénse which is not condoned 
even in prison society. That would 
be unseemly as between one union 
official and another. 

The moral questions which chal- 
lenged the leadership of the AFL, 
the actions and facts which have 
injured its reputation, have been 
ignored for the sake of expediency. 
In the long run, however, this

AESOP ON RUSSIA = The murder psychology of Stalin and 
Hitler was set down several centuries 
ago by Aesop, the Greek slave, whose fables. are as modern .today 
as when he wrote them some 500 years before the birth of Jesus of 
Nazareth. The parable of “The Wolf and the Lamb” explains it 
perfectly, as follows: ys 
. As a wolf was drinking at the head of a running brook he 
saw a stray lamb paddling at some-distance down the stream. 
Having made up his mind to eat her for his supper, he won- 
dered what excuse he could make for a quarrel: | 

“Villain!” said he, running up to her, “how dare you spoil 
the water that I am drinking?” } 

“Indeed,” said the lamb humbly, “I do not see how I can 
spoil the water, since it runs from you to me, not from me te 
you.” 

“That is all very® well,” replied the wolf; “it is but a yéar 
since you called me many nasty names.” 

“Oh, sir!” said the lamb, trembling, “a year ago I was not 

born.” 

“Well,” replied the wolf, “if it was not you, it was your 
father, and that is all the same; but it is no use trying to talk 
me out of my supper!” And without another word he fell upon 
the poor helpless lamb and tore her to pieces, 

.(The tyrant will always find an excuse when he would 
ihjure the innocent.) 
Nothing has so shocked the world as this utterly brutal and 
unwarranted attack on Finland. It ranks as an even bloodier and 
more inexcusable assault than any by Hitler’s ruthless bully boys. 


THE COMIC SIDE  The:assault had its small comic side, de- 

spite the horror which swept the world as 
innocent and defenseless persons, men, women and children, were 
bombed in their homes: 

Comrade Earl Browder, the Communist leader in this country, 
had the ground cut from under him by the boss in the Kremlin. 
It will be recalled that only a few short days before tne alliance 
between Germany and Russia, Browder had published a book and 
had made a personal appearance at the University of Virginia. In 
both the book and the personal appearance he denounced any vile 
traducers of the Soviet who would suggest such a false and im- 
possible thing as the alliance. ! 

And now, before Comrade Browder entirely has recovered. his 
equilibrium, he again is upset. He had made a speech at Yale. but 
a day or so before the brutal murder of the Finns. 

In it he declared that Russia stood for peace and that Russia 
would never attack Finland. The Soviet, he said, would not go to 
war. The hope for peace in the world, he said, rested with the 
kind and gentle Stalin. 

Not many hours afterward the planes roared at a word from 
Stalin and the slaughter began. Now Comrade Browder will be 
forced to indorse the gentle Stalin again. 

This, I think, wrecks the Communist party in America,-if, in- 
deed, it‘was not already wrecked. The Communists were stripped 
of their pretended opposition to Hitlerism by the alliance. Now 
Stalin imitates Hitler in murder. 

In his book, “Mein Kampf,” Hitler declared the rulers of Russia 
were criminals, murderers, liars and “the scum of the earth.” 

It is apparent he was correct. They are his chosen partners in 
international crime. 


A WORRIED HITLER I rather imagine Hitler fs a worried 


; man. More and more it seems to me 
the Germans themselves must be worried. Russia has the Baltic. 
Russia is making the. big gains. Germany will succumb to Stalin 
before long. 

If I were betting on long shots I think I would put down a 
modest bet Hitler will be out of office by the time spring comes 
back with rustling shade. The men next in command must be able 
to see what is going to happen. | 

England and France would make a quick peace if Hitler were to 
be retired. England, too, is worried. England doesn’t want Russia 
in Germany. They liked Hitler well enough all the way through 
Munich. Hitlerism wasn’t anathema to England and France until 
Poland was attacked. They knew then Hitler wouldn’t remain on 
the reservation. If he had, all would have been well. 

England will take a small Poland and a small Czecho-Slovakia 
and call it quits, if only Hitler will abdicate or retire to his studio 
for his life’s work, painting. 

Germany can’t win. Nor can England. Not really! 
never wanted this fight. 

Indeed, it is not too remote a possibility that before this fight 
is done we will see Hitler out and Germany joined with the Allies 
against Russia. 

There would be more of a chance to get us into that war tha 
the one which now is in progress. 

Nothing has aroused the emotions of the American people s 
much as the slaughter of the Finns. They didn’t care so much for 
the taking of Czecho-Slovakia or Poland and the manner thereof. 
But the brutal and wanton bombing of the Finns is another Belgium. 

Anyhow—my flyer in international possibilities is for the abdi- 
cation of Hitler—a quick peace—and a union against Red Russia.

By ROBERT QUILLEN, 
My dear Louise: | ; 

It always cheers me to see you school kids solving the nation’s 
problems, for you’ll have to do it in dead earnest before long, and 
the more you practice, the better you’ll be. 

And now, if that bit of flattery entitles me to the floor, I’d like 
to comment on your latest scheme to fix things. — 

It reminds me of Huey Long’s every-man-a-king idea, and ‘that, 
I believe, is the best idea ever invented if it is properly. understood— 
provided, of course, that every-woman-a-queen is added. 


Since discussion can get nowhere until we define our terms, 
let us first decide what kings and queens are and what makes them 
that way. Or let’s define a king and agree that our definition fits 
a queen, too. 

A glance at history shows us that a king is a person who rulés 
a nation. We are talking about a real king, of course, and not 
a modern figurehead. He makes the laws and appoints officers 
to manage details in his name, and in-his private life he is free, 
within decent bounds, to do exactly as he pleases, 7 

That sounds familiar, doesn’t it? And it is familiar, for we were 
brought up on it. When our free nation was established, it arranged 
to get along without a king by transferring the kingly powers to the 
people. The job of-ruling the nation was given to the citizens. They 
do the governing and choose officials to make laws and manage 
details in their name, just as the king did. And they are free, within 
decent bounds, to do exactly as they please. 

Thus every man in a democracy really is a king in all but name, 
for he has the powers and liberties formerly possessed by the king 
alone. 

Most of our troubles result from the fact that we have a false 
mental picture of kings. We see them enjoying luxury, wearing 
fine clothes and having a swell time. 

But that was true only of kings who failed. The ones who 
proved fit for their job were hard workers with'a fine sense of 
duty and responsibility. When one said “my country,” he was 
speaking of a piece.of property that had to be cared for. 

As kings and queens of this country, we’ve got to manage it 
wisely, keep it in repair, conserve its resources, do our utmost to 
protect and benefit and improve all of our people, and make our- 
selves capable of managing this enormous estate as efficiently as a 
good man manages a little farm. 

Only children expect sweets for nothing. Grown-up kings and 
queens know their privileges must be deserved and paid for.

State Farm Tenure System

Program Which Will Provide Satisfactory Standard of 
Living for Farm People and Designed To Improve 
Productivity of Land Is Advocated. 


Editor’s Note: This is the fifth of 
a series of six news releases by the 


Citizens Fact-Finding Movement 
dealing constructively, in detail, with 
Georgia’s pressing farm problems. 
The purpose, to double Georgia’s 
farm income, will be advanced by 
Study of the facts presented in these 
releases. They constitute spot news 
of the first magnitude. 


A system of farm tenure “which 
will give to both landlords and 
tenants an equitable participation 
in farm production, will maintain 
and even improve the productivity 
of land, and provide security as 
well as a satisfactory standard of 
living to farm people” is advocated 
in the agricultural report to the 
Citizens’ Fact-Finding Movement. 

In the section dealing with land- 
lord-tenant relations the report 
points out that there is “a prob- 
lem of co-operation between those 
who own land and must obtain la- 
bor to operate farms, on the one 
hand, and those who have farm 
labor but do not own land, on the 
other hand.” 

The following suggestions are 
offered in striving toward the goal 
of “increasing the standards of 
living with greater security for 
tenants and stable productive in- 
vestments in farms for landlords”:

N.Y. FOOD STAMPS 
CONSIDERED BY U.S. 


Officials Reluctant to Extend 
Plan Into Larger Cities Un- 
til Further Tests. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—()— 
Agriculture Department officials 
disclosed today that extension of 
the department’s food stamp plan 
to New York City was being “in- 
formally considered” but indicat- 
ed there was little likelihood of 
action soon. 

A department spokesman said

The stamp system permits fam- 
ilies on relief to exchange a part 
of their money for special stamps 
which may be used to buy food at 
any grocery store. For every dol- 
lar’s worth of orange stamps 
bought, the family receives 50 
cents worth of blue stamps free, 
the latter good for purchase of 
foods listed by the Agriculture 
Department as surplus products. 
The government redeems_ the 
stamps from the merchants. 

Since the stamp plan was first 
inaugurated in Rochester, N. Y., 
last May, 23 other cities have been 
designated for participation in the 
program by the Federal Surplus 
Commodities Corporation, the ad- 
ministrative agency. San Fran- 
cisco, which was designated today, 
is the largest city included so far. 
Its population in the last census 
was 634,394.

Procope Declares New Gov- 
ernment Will Not Bow 
to Reds. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—(P)— 
Hjalmar Procope, Finnish minister 
to the United States, said today the 
new Finnish government would 
“continue the policy of independ- 
ence” of the former government 
and did not represent in any sense 
a retreat from the policy of resist- 
ance to Russia. 


“The (former) government re- 
signed,” Procope told reporters, 
“in order to create the possibilities 
of co-operation of all groups in 
Finland in order to handle and set- 
tle the present conflict with Rus- 
sia.” 

At the same time, he described 
as a “puppet” government that set 
up in Terijoki, a place occupied hy 
the Russian army since the out- 
break of hostilities with Finland. 

“The appointment of this Com- 
munist government,” Procope said, 
“is very significant. It shows the 
value and the real meaning of the 
statements of Mr. Molotoff and 
other Russian leaders that the aim 
of the action against Finland is 
to insure its independence and 
interior freedom. This communi- 
cation shows that they intend for 
Finland the incorporation in the 
Soviet Union and the Bolshevik 
freedom.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—(4)—

Discussing the whole field of 
power at a press conference, the 
chief executive also declared there 
was no immediate emergency in 
connection with the nation’s power 
supply. 

He again defended his 1938 pro- 
posal to create from seven to nine 
regional planning authorities in 
the nation’s watersheds similar in 
some respects to the . Tennessee 
Valley Authority and said water- 
power development was a very 
minor phase of these plans. 

Someone Changed Message. 

Someone, he said without iden- 
tifying him, had deliberately per- 
verted his message to Congress on 
that subject by saying the other 
day that there were to be nine 
power authorities. The President 
said ke had human engineering 
more in mind than civil engineer- 
ing. 

By human engineering, he said, 
he meant soil erosion prevention, 
tree planting, highway and water- 
way development, and_ taking 


people in abject poverty and plac- 
ing them in new industrialized 
areas where they could make a 
living. 

The discussion was prompted 
by a reporter’s question about the 
series of conferences to start here 
next Tuesday between the fed- 
eral power policy committee and 
representatives of 50 private 
power systems regarding methods 
of meeting the nation’s future 
power demands.

About 600 refugees from the 
beleaguered northern part of 
Finland were. said to have 
crossed the border into Nor- 
way. 

(An official announcement 
early today said Finnish 
troops seized more than 1,200 
Soviet prisoners yesterday in 
fierce counter--attacks against 
the Russian invasion on the 
Carelian peninsula north of 


Leningrad, the United Press 
reported. 

(A Helsinki dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph agency in 
London said the Finnish forces 
nad recaptured Vivenapa, 
12 1-2 miles from the fron- 
tier in Karelia. 


Reports Denied. 


(The official announcement 
denied reports abroad that So- 
viet troops had been landed 
by parachute—a widely-pub- 
licized Russian army maneu- 
ver—near fPetsamo on the 
Arctic. 

(It also was denied - that 
Finland had asked for an ar- 
mistice. ) 


Helsinki was not the only ob- 
ject of Soviet airmen. Their low- 
flying planes bombed principal 
ports on Finland’s. south coast, 
particularly Viborg and Kotka, 
about 65 mailes east of Helsinki, 
and also struck at Abo (Turku), 
on the west coast and 250 miles 
from the Russian frontier. 


Ten bombers were said to have 
been shot down at Viborg. 

It was reported, without con- 
firmation, that civilians in Abo 
were machine-gunned as_ they 
were in Helsinki. 


There were no estimates of the 
air raid casualties in Finland. 

In Helsinki, Finnish anti-air- 
craft guns were said to have shot 
down several raiding planes. 

Neutrals Flee. 


One captured Soviet pilot car- 
ried Estonian money, authorities 
'said, tending to corroborate their 
belief that air attacks on the capi- 
tal were coming from near-by 
bases in Estonia, gained by Russia 
through concessions granted in Oc- 
tober. 

During the afternoon, Russian 
fliers dropped handbills containing 
a Finnish translation of a speech 
by Russia’s Premier Vyacheslaff 
Molotoff saying he could not deal 
with the Cajander government. 

Neutrals in Helsinki fled to out- 
lying sections or sought to leave 
the country as the invasion con- 
tinued. 

Approximately 200 Americans, 
Britons and other foreigners took 
refuge at Grankulla, a small town 
about 10 miles west of Helsinki, 
where H. F. Arthur Schoenfeld, 
United States minister to Finland, 
| established emergency headquar- 
ters. 

A German steamer was senested 
len route tc Helsinki to remove 
Germans, 

About 80 Russians have been 
interned by the Finns. 

(At Washington, the State 
Department was notified by 
the American legation that its 
members were transporting 
“numerous Americans” from 
Helsinki. Latest reports in 
Washington said about 300 
Americans were in Finland. 

(The “profound shock” of 
the United States at the inva- 
sion was expressed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He said it 
jeopardized “the rights of 
mankind to _ self-govern- 
ment.’’)

TOTAL $9,738,454 


Figures Released by Bowen 
Are $5,942,252 Ahead of 
1938 Valuations. 


Value of building construction 
in Atlanta and Fulton county is 
keeping pace, generally, with im- 
proved business conditions. Per- 
mits issued by the city during the 
first 11 months of 1939 exceed 
those for all of the year 1938 by 
nearly $6,000,000, according to 
figures released yesterday by 
Charles J. Bowen, building inspec- 
tor.

Points to Finland-Mexico Parallel 


With Roosevelt, 


Lincoln’s Biographer Made Melancholy by Russian Inva- 
sion, but Is Glad U. S. Took Texas Area; Reminds 
President ‘Nations Are Self-Righteous.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—(/)—| 
Carl Sandburg, poet and Lincoln 
biographer, said he told President 
Roosevelt today in a discussion of 
Russia’s invasion of Finland that 
“nations, like individuals, are in- 
clined to be overly self-righteous.” 

“Finland is one of the best run 
democracies in the world,” the 
white-haired author said, “and we 
are all naturally melancholy dbout 
what’s happening in Finland. 

“It’s also a melancholy feeling 
we have when we look back into 
our own history and see a time 
when Congressman Abraham Lin- 
coln and Senator Thomas.Corwin, 
of Ohio, both lost their seats be- 
cause they opposed an imperialis- 
tic war that we conducted against 
Mexico.” 

Sandburg said he called the 
President’s attention, in connec- 
tion with the present European 
situation, fo Lincoln’s opposing the 
Mexican war and to claims of 
other public figures at that time 
that this country had been invad- 
ed by Mexico. 

He said he also told Mr. Roose-

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Make Trim Figures 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


The incidental trimmings that 
do so much to dress up a meal 
also do a great deal to pad the 


figure. Most of these fancy fatten- 
ers add so little to the quantity of 
a menu that it does not seem 
possible they could be very high in 
calories. But as a rule they are 
more fattening than the dishes 
they accompany. 

Sauces particularly spread the 
calories on thick. If you don't 
think the combination of butter, 
flour and milk or cream stirs up 
trouble with your weight, just 
scan this comparison of calories 
in various dishes and sauces. 
Dish and sauce Calories 
Cauliflower 0 
Cheese sauce, 1-4 cup 
Asparagus tips, 6 
Hollandaise sauce, 1-4 cup 
Carrots, 3-4 cup cubed 
White sauce, 1-4 cup, thin 
Whitefish, 6 ounces 
Tartar sauce, 1 tbsp. 

Meat loaf, 2 thin slices 
Tomato sauce, 1-3 cup 
Broccoli 

Drawn butter sauce, 1 tbsp. 

You will notice that the calorie 
count for cauliflower would be 
tripled by the addition of an aver- 
age serving of sauce! And that 
Hollandaise sauce contains almost 
seven times as many calories as 
the asparagus tips it goes on! 

The story is repeated in the 
salad course. Salad is a slimming 
dish until the mayonnaise or 
French dressing is add You 
couldn’t possibly eat enough salad 
without dressing to interfere with 
your weight loss. But there are 
100. calories ina_ single table- 
spoon of mayonnaise, one and one- 
half tablespoons of French dress- 
ing, one and one-fourth §table- 
spoons of Rouquefort dressing, 
and one and one-fourth table- 
spoons of Russian dressing. Boiled 
salad dressing is comparatively 
low—it contains only 30 calories 
per tablespoon. 

You need as large a quantity of 
food as can be squeezed into a 
reducing allowance, but it is ap- 
parent that the more trimmings 
you have, the less food you can 
have. Therefore, you'll have to 
give up sve trimmings. You can 
learn to like meats and vegetables 
for their own flavor. As for the 
salads ... here w_a tasty re- 
ducer’s French dressing recipe, 
which contains no calories: Mix 
equal parts of mineral oil and 
vinégar, season with salt, pepper, 
Sugar and. paprika. Chopped 
onions, garlic or mustard also may 
be included.

Calcium Stops 
Those Leg 
Cramps 


By Dr. Wi'liam Brady. 


Seems as though any new idea 
or suggestion given here+ goes in 
one ear and out of the other the 
first half dozen times. But if we 
keep reiterating the thing even- 
tually a few readers will begin to 
get it. é 

Muscle cramps in the legs, 
sometimes in the arms, coming on 
at night, waking the victim from 
sleep and compelling him or her 
to get up and rub the cramped 
muscles or work them actively for 
a time to get relief, are a com- 
mon complaint of persons past 
middle age. Generally there is no 
particular trouble in the circula- 
tion or in the vessels in the limbs. 
It seems to be just a touch of 
tetany, I think. Of course I’m 
‘merely a plodding old door-to- 


‘door doctor peddling my favorite 


‘recipes, which I have probably 


cooked up in the clothes boiler out 
‘in the back lot. I neither guaran- 
itee anything nor demand any- 
thing. 

Now in reference to these 
cramps. I say I regarded the con- 
dition as tetany. Ordinarily. tetany 
(not tetanus) is seen in infants, 
but probably many cases in adults 
escape recognition simply because 
physicians are not looking for it. 
The typical tetany of infants af- 
fects the hands chiefly, less often 
the muscles of face, trunk, some- 
times the larynx. 

Tetany in young children in 
their second year is often associ- 
ated with rickets. The characteris- 


‘tic condition is an extreme irri- 
'tability of the nervous system and 


a marked tendency’ to muscle 
spasm and to convulsions. There 


‘is a calcium«deficiency, either de- 


ficient assimilation of calcium 
from the food or failure to utilize 
and retain calcium in the blood 
and tissues. | 

So far as the adult tetany is 
concerned, the cramps are soon re- 
lieved if the patient takes some 
form of calcium two or three times

Sift flour once; measure. Com- 
bine baking powder, salt and eggs 
in a bowl. Place over a smaller 
bowl of hot water and beat with 
rotary egg beater, adding sugar 
gradually until mixture becomes 
thick and light-colored.
